His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor entered 
the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne. 


His Honour then read the following speech from the Throne: 
SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


Mr. Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly: 


It is my privilege and pleasure to welcome you to the Sixth 
Session of the Eighth Legislative Assembly of the Province of 
Alberta. 


Since our last Assembly, the Province has suffered the loss 
of a pioneer and distinguished public servant, by the death of the 
Honourable Wiliam Legh Walsh, Lieutenant Governor of Alberta 
from 1931 to 1986. His years of service with the Supreme Court 
of Alberta and later when he was Lieutenant Governor, his 
notable contribution to the public and general weal, his kindly 
personality and charm of manner, won for him general esteem 
and endeared him to all our people. 


The year we have now entered may prove a notable one, both 
as indicating the probable success of the new Economic Order 
now being made in this Province, and throughout the world to 
accelerate economic readjustment and the establishment of a new 
social order. The period of readjustment upon which we have 
entered presents serious problems, the solution of which involves 
new conceptions of human rights and social justice. The solving 
of these problems, fearlessly and without sectional prejudice, 
offers a challenge to our democracy, and I am confident that the 
will of the people shall prevail. 


It is a matter of satisfaction that some improvements in 
general conditions have taken place during the past year. Except 
in certain drought areas, average crops were harvested through- 
out the Province and basic commodity prices increased. 
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It is gratifying to note that the oil industry of the Province 
has passed the experimental stage and is now an established in- 
dustry. Oil production for 1937 was twice that of 1936, and far 
greater than that of any previous year. Perplexing problems 
involved in the wastage of gas in the Turner Valley have received 
the attention of my Ministers and negotiations have been under- 
taken by the Government and various producing companies to 
find a method of conserving wastage of gas. 


The coal-mining industry of the Province continues to make 
substantial progress. The production of coal steadily increases 
each year. It is the desire of my Government to secure a wider 
market for Alberta coal. 


With Alberta’s vast acreage of timber, her enormous produc- 
tion of wheat and dairy products, the development of her natural 
resources, and the placing of increased purchasing power into the 
hands of her people, we should look forward this year to greater 
prosperity and contentment. 


The Province’s reputation as a country where first class stock 
and prize dairy products are being produced has been enhanced 
by the continued and enlarged success of Alberta exhibitors at 
the Toronto Royal and Chicago International shows. My Govern- 
ment is giving the most careful consideration to all measures cal- 
culated to promote and stabilize agriculture and to assist in the 
efficient and profitable marketing of live stock, grain and other 
farm products. 


The problem of milk distribution in the larger centres of pop- 
ulation has engaged the attention of a committee appointed at the 
last session. This committee has fully completed its investiga- 
tion and will submit its report for your consideration. 


It is a pleasure to report that my Government has been doing 
all in its power to eradicate that dreadful scourge, Tuberculosis, 
and is taking steps to cope with that major communicable disease, 
Infantile Paralysis, which was so widespread in the Province 
recently. Marked advance has been made during the past year 
for the betterment of the health of our people and my Govern- 
ment proposes to meet the growing need in municipal areas 
lacking medical facilities, and to press on to the ultimate intro- 
duction of State Health. 


Pursuant to a resolution of the Legislative Assembly, a rep- 
resentative committee of the House was appointed to make a sur- 
vey of The Workmen’s Compensation Act. The Committee has 
completed its investigation and its report will be presented to the 
House for your consideration. 


In the field of education much has been accomplished. In. 
addition to eleven large administration units in successful oper- 
ation during the last year, eleven more large units have just been 
organized and put into operation on February 1, 1938. These 
are intended to improve rural education, and in all they include 
approximately 1,495 districts. It is the intention of my Govern- 
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ment to continue the setting up of the larger administration unit 
when and where possible until the Province is fully organized. 


Changes in the Courses of Study are progressively being 
made in all grades. Last year the new Intermediate programme 
and the Grade X programme were introduced. This year the 
new Grade XI programme comes into effect. 


My Government has, in co-operation with the Federal Gov- 
ernment, implemented Youth Training Programmes for the pur- 
pose of developing our young men and women for the various 
vocations in life. Agricultural placements and rehabilitation 
projects have been undertaken. 


Unemployment relief continues to be the major perplexing 
problem of my Government under the present financial system. 
My Ministers are carefully considering various methods of meet- 
ing the unemployment situation in a more satisfactory manner. 


During the past year my Government embarked upon exten- 
sive public works involving capital expenditure. New roads were 
built and thereby employment was given to those on relief. Every 
effort is being made to carry out the policy of my Government 
and to co-operate with the Federal authorities in the construction 
of modern roads to parks and mining regions. My Government 
expects to extend this year, the hard surfacing of main roads 
and the improvement of secondary highways. 


Owing to drought conditions in some parts of the Province, 
collections in some municipal areas were below the 1936 mark. 
The Tax Sales held during the past year have materially assisted 
many people in adjusting their arrears, and in no case was any 
farmer dispossessed of his home through them. The main pur- 
pose in holding tax sales has been to bring back to my Govern- 
ment control of abandoned lands. Further legislation will be in- 
troduced to give better protection to home owners. The Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs will present its Twenty-fifth Annual 
Report. In it comparisons will be made showing progress. 


It has been gratifying to note the progress that has been 
made by my Ministers in the betterment of conditions for labour. 
The minimum wage and hours of employment for men and women, 
ethical business practices, fair relation between employee and em- 
ployer, and between one business and another have all been care- 
fully adjusted. My Government will continue to improve con- 
ditions for labour and to assist industries which are adapted to 
the Province of Alberta. My Government has also taken steps 
to promote a more satisfactory inter-provincial trade relation- 
ship with British Columbia. 


At this Session you will also receive the Report of the Social 
Credit Board. 


Further consideration will be given to debt adjustment legis- 
lation and such other measures as may be deemed necessary for 
the good and welfare of our people. 


The Public Accounts of the last fiscal year will be submitted 
for your consideration. You will also be asked to consider the 
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estimates for the coming year which have been prepared with a 
view to the strictest economy consistent with the efficiency of the 
Government offices and social services. 


In the meantime, the task which confronts my Ministers, and 
to which your deliberations will be directed at this Session, is to 
deal with the conditions still distressing our people and with the 
remedy for the same. 


I leave you now to the business of the Session with full con- 
fidence that you will faithfully discharge your duties and respon- 
sibilities to the best interest and the general welfare of the Prov- 
ince. 


I pray that Divine Providence will guide and bless your work. 
February 10th, 1938.

The Hon. Mr. Manning, a Member of the Executive Council, 
by command of His Honour the Lieutenant Governor, laid on the 
Table of the Assembly, Annual Report of the Superannuation 
Board for the year ended March 31st, 1937. 

(Sessional Paper No. 19.) 


Moved by Mr. Bourcier, Seconded by Mr. Wingblade: 


WHEREAS G. F. Powell, one of the Social Credit Com- 
missioners, and J. H. Unwin, M.L.A. for Edson Constituency, have 
been convicted of defamatory libel in respect of the publication 
of a humorous dodger containing an unfortunate combination of 
ambiguous words which were never intended to attack the char- 
acter or reputation of anyone; and 


WHEREAS the said G. F. Powell and J. H. Unwin were sen- 
tenced to six and three months imprisonment respectively with 
hard labor; and 


WHEREAS an appeal against these convictions was dis- 
missed by the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court of Alberta; 
and 


WHEREAS both the convictions and the severity of the pen- 
alties imposed have much disturbed public opinion and have 
given rise to the impression that a grave miscarriage of justice 
has occurred, which, unless remedied, is lable to engender bitter- 
ness among the people and disrespect for the courts of our land; 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Legislative 
Assembly respectfully request the Honourable The Minister of 
Justice to grant full remission of the sentences imposed on the 
said G. F. Powell and J. H. Unwin. 


Mr. Hugill, Honourable Member for Calgary, raised a Point 
of Order, and asked Mr. Speaker if the Motion was a debateable 
one, as in his opinion the Motion was an improper one to come 
before the Assembly. 
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A debate on the Point of Order followed.

WHEREAS the Dominion Tariff Board in making its report 
to the Minister of Finance in May, 1985, after an investigation 
of several months into the petroleum industry throughout Can- 
ada, stated in terms that there appeared to be no justification 
for the price of gasoline in Calgary, pointing out that such gaso- 
line was manufactured from Montana crude together with a 
substantial portion of Turner Valley naphtha; while since the 
date of the said Tariff Board report there has been discovered 
in the Turner Valley a major oil field with a daily potential 
capacity of 33,000 barrels, with the result that with minor excep- 
tions all the gasoline and distillate consumed in the Province is 
now manufactured wholly from crude oil produced in the Province, 
and furthermore, due to the Western Canadian market being 
unable to consume the total production of crude oil, the refineries 
have found it necessary to curtail their purchases to 42% of the 
total daily production; and 
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WHEREAS the wholesale price of standard gasoline in the 
City of Calgary today is 17c per gallon, exclusive of Provincial 
fuel oil tax, while the present field price of Turner Valley crude 
oil, gravity 46°, which is the average gravity of refinery run, is 
$1.26 per barrel, or 3.6c per gallon; and 


WHEREAS with the exception of one reduction of le per 
gallon throughout the Province and a further reduction of lc per 
gallon in the City of Calgary and 1.2c per gallon in the City of 
Edmonton, all reductions in the price of gasoline and distillate 
since May, 1935, have been brought about by imposing upon 
producers reductions in the field price of crude oil, in other words, 
without any appreciable reduction in the spread between the field 
price of crude oil and the wholesale price of refined products; and 


WHEREAS it is universally admitted that there is excessive 
duplication and consequent excessive cost in the distribution of 
petroleum products, both wholesale and retail, undoubtedly adding 
to and maintaining the unreasonably large spread between the 
price paid for crude oil and the price which the public has to pay 
for refined products, but at the same time there appears to be 
no attempt whatever on the part of those engaged in the distribu- 
tion of petroleum products to bring about any economy in distri- 
bution methods, wholesale or retail, and it is obviously expedient 
and in the public interest that the present state of affairs should 
not be allowed to continue; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that in the opinion of this 
Assembly the Government should be requested to give consider- 
ation to taking over the wholesale and retail distribution of 
petroleum products in the Province, and/or to undertake a 
thorough inquiry into the spread between the field price of crude 
oil and the wholesale and retail prices of refined petroleum pro- 
ducts with a view to bringing about a reduction in the consumer 
price of the said products.

WHEREAS on the 18th day of April, 1937, this Assembly

WHEREAS the Government employed the services of eco- 
nomic experts, legal advisers, clerical and stenographic assistance, 
at a disclosed cost to the Province of $11,543.19, and an admission 
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by the Government that further expenditures will be incurred 
for salaries, incidental expenses, fees and printing, in connection 
with the preparation of the said Brief; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that in view of the dis- 
closures made in the Briefs submitted to the Royal Commission 
by the Provinces of Manitoba and Saskatchewan, in which it 
was clearly established that there exists an inequitable relation- 
ship between the Western Provinces and the Dominion with re- 
spect to many disabilities affecting the economic life of the 
people of Western Canada, and the financial position of the 
Western Provinces and Municipalities. Further, in view of the 
widespread belief that the disabilities from which Alberta suffers 
are greater than those of the other Prairie Provinces, and that 
a Brief has been prepared at a substantial cost to this Province, 
this Assembly is of the opinion that this Government should 
present a Brief to the Royal Commission, which opens its sessions 
in Edmonton on Monday, the 28th inst.; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the said Brief should 
include in its recommendations the following: 


(a) Customs tariff should be completely removed from all 
instruments of production and a drastic reduction on 
necessities of life. 

(b) Substantial reduction in freight rates on the export of 
primary products from Alberta. 

(c) Refunding of public and private debts at low interest 
rates through a broader interpretation of the functions 
of the Bank of Canada. 

(d) Cancellation of all loans made by the Dominion to the 
Province for Unemployment Relief, and the refund to 
the Province and Municipalities of all money expended 
for relief during the past five years, and the assumption 
by the Dominion of all future costs in providing relief 
for unemployed. 

(e) A complete revision of Provincial responsibilities for 
Social Services, and a broader basis of Provincial rev- 
enue, including the Powers of Indirect Taxation. 

(f) Revision of the basis of Dominion subsidies so as more 
equitably to recognize the needs of the Province and 
Alberta’s contribution to national wealth. 

(g) Revision in Federal monetary policy so as to provide 
increased purchasing power for all the people in gen- 
eral, and in particular the producers of primary pro- 
ducts. 

(h) And such other revisions in the relationship between 
the Province and the Dominion as are calculated to 
promote the interests of our People and to develop the 
spirit of Confederation.
